Slaughterhouses, Food and Food Premises 


Yhere is one private slaughterhouse in operation at 
Freckieton, and one knsckers yard at Staining, operated by 
the Blackpoel Tower Company, for the purpose of providing 
feod fer circus animals and animals in the zoe. 


All enimals slaughtered for human consumption were 
inspected, and details of meat and other food deslt with 
ure set out overleaf:- 
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The weight of carcases meat and offal condemned was 
1ewt 90l¥s. 26 pounds of canned meat were also condemned 
during the year. 


There is one poultry processing premises within the 
district with a throughput of approximately 15,000 birds 
per week, 


The number of slaughtermen licensed st the end ef the 
year was @ight; and the number of visits made in connection 
with food inspection was 132. 


There sre four bakers and/er confectioners in the 
area. 168 visits were made to food premises of all kinds. 
Only minor contraventions of the Food Hygiene Regulations 
in a very few cases were found, and these were satisfactorily 
Gealt with by informal action, no legal proceedings being 
necessary. 


Sixty-five premises were registered for the sale of 
ice cream and three for the manufacture of ice cream - all 
using the hot-mix method of production. «all the premises 
were found to be satisfactory. 


Thirty-four samples of ice cream were submitted to 
the laboratory for examinetion, 4 of which proved 
unsatisfactory to the tests carried out. Routine visits 
were made to ice cream premises in addition to those 
visits when sampling was carried out. 


Six premises are registered for the manufscture of 
preserved foods and all are satisfactory.

There were 68 factories on th register at the end 
of the year, and 27 inspections were made. One notice 


was required to be served, in connection with defective 
sanitary sccommodation. 
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Sanitary «accommodation and Sewage Disposal 


During the yeer one peil closet was converted te a 
watercloset. There are very few middens left in the 
district and there are no trough closets or weste water 
closets. The number of pail closets remaining is estimated 
to be 185, and the number of dwellings not on a water 
carriage system to be the same. 


The Council operates sewage treatment works in the 
Parishes of Bryning-with-Warton; Ribby-with-Wrea, Staining; 
Rilswick; Weeton and Newton-with-Vlifton. A joint sewage 
works at Freckleton deals with the sewerage from Kirkham 
Urbun District and the Parish of Medlar-with-Weshanm. 


The works at Wrea Green, Staining, wlswick and Weeton 
are all post-war developments and treatment consists of 
screening, sedimentation, biological filtration and humus 
tanks with final discherge to adjacent watercourses. The 
worss at Warton and Freckleton provide tank treatment only, 
With no filtration, and discharge to brooks, 


The works at Warton, Wrea Green and Freckleton will be 
abolished upon completion of the Kirkham and Fylde Joint 
Sewage Scheme in 1973.

There was no change in the establishment during the year, 
and this consisted of, two Eagle Crushload 50 cu.yd. rear 
compressor, three Karrier Musketeer 60 cu.yd. screw type, one 
S and D.35 cu.yd. rear compressor, ond one Karrier 18 cu.yd. 
fore and aft tipper whishn is held in reserve for any emergency. 
a further 230 houses were built but agein no increase of staff 
was necessary and the bonus scheme which was revised during 
the yesr continued to operate satisfactorily both from the 
Council's and tne ratepayers point of view. 


Twenty-three men, including five drivers, were engaged 
upon refuse collection. 


hkefuse from the urea is disposed of at the Preston 
Corporation's Tip at Clifton Marsh. 
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Moveable Dwellings 


There were 88 sites in the area used for camping 
and cyuravanning purposes during 1972. At the end of the 
year there were in operation 6 sites licensed under 
section 269 of the Pubhic Health Act, 1936, and 73 
licensed under the Caravan Sites and Control of Yevelopment 
act, 1960. « few other sites were used temporarily by 
tented camperse 


The number of caravans concerned in the sites 
licensed under the 1960 act, was 2,663, end of these 484 
were permanently occupied. No progress was made towurds ~ 
provision being made for touring carevanners. 


In the main the licensed sites in the vrea continued to 
be operated satisfactorily. 


The whole of the ares is supplied with mains water 
by the Fylde Water Board, Results of sampling carried 
out by the Board are received regularly by the department. 
It is estimated that the number of dwellings connected tc 
the mains is 6,599, whilst there are 4 dwellings not 
connected to a public supply.
